sunk by an unknown French bark off 
.Cape Jffendocino, early Thursday 
morning.

statement places the number of dead 
at ten and the missing at thirty-six. 
Another estimate is that no less than 
seventy-three persons are yet unac- 
counted for.

TWO RAFTS STILL OUT. 


There are still on the ocean, so far 


as known, two rafts. If either of 
these .has been -picked up, the num- 
ber of supposed victims will be ma- 
terially decreased. Sixty-two of the 
passengers and crew were picked up 
an'd landed at Eureka by the steam 


schooner Dispatch, twenty-three sur- 
vivors drifted ashore near Trinidad 
and seventeen others were rescued by 
the tug Ranger. Captain Hall, who 
went down with the vessel, but came 


I to the surface and was saved, thinks 
that some of the missing may yet be 
heard from. The fact that the bark 
which caused the disaster did not 
stand by to aid the Walla Walla in- 
dicates to seafaring men. that she 
must have been seriously disabled, if, 
indeed, she. remains 
afloat. 
Her 


identity is not known, or is it likely 
to be determined for some time, as 
there are several French vessels an* 
swering her description now off the 
Pacific coast. 
The bark Ernest dc 


Gouve, fifty-five days out from Ho- 
bavt, Tasmania, for Portland; the 
bark Les Adelphes, eighty-one days 
from Madagascar; the Duquftsne, 125 
days out from Nantez; the Europe, 
bound for Eqgland with a cargs of 
wheat, and the Francois Cope**, which 
left Estoria on December 28 for Cork, 
are mentioned by mariners in Uiis 
connection. 
TO THE SCENE OF THE WRECK 


The revenue cutter McCulloch has 


been dispatched to the scene of the 
wreck and is expected, besides search- 
ing for and aiding the missing sur- 
vivors, to ascertain all possible facts 
concerning the vessel which caused 
the wreck. 


Of the six life rafts launched by 


'the Walla Walla after the boats had 
been filled, three and a portion o£ 
another were found and their occu- 
pants rescued by the schooner Dis- 
patch, 


On this little fleet of light craft 


hard battles for life were fought. 
One was half the time two feet under 
water. On another a man went mad. 
His mania took the form of atttempt- 
ed self-destruction. His companions 
kept him from drowning himself. 
They cannot tell how, in suoti a sea, 
on such a craft, they saved their own 
lives. Yet they saved them and th3 
life of the mad man, too. On still 
another raft were twelve persons and 


Isaiah Foltss, of Arcola, 50 years 


of age and for many years a log-cut* 
ter for Jacob Coulter at that place, 
was perilously near death for a time 
this morning as a result of an acci- 
dent, subsequent loss of blood and a 
hurried ride of eight miles through 
thp wld before the services of a sur- 
geon could 'be secured. 


Foltz, with some companions, was 


engaged in cutting logs eight miles 
north of the city today. While us- 
ing an iron wedge to aid in felling a 
tree shortly after beginning work 
this morning, one of the men struck 
the wedge A hard blow. A chip of 
the iron was slivered off by the blow 
and thrown through the air with 
frightful velocity. It struck ?olte 
upon the right side of the nose, cut- 
ting only a small gash, ftut severing 
an artery 
from 
which the blood 


spurted heavily. 
All attempts to 


stanch the flow of the blood were 
futile, and. the injured man was as* 
sisted into a buggy and hurriedly 
driven the eight miles to this city. 
There was no cessation in the blood 
flowing from the cut artery, and the 
loss of blood, together with the bit- 
ing cold vf the early morning, served 
to render Foltz entirely unconscious 
before the city was reached. 


He was carried into the office of 


Dr. A. K. Hammond, and the physi- 
cian set about sewing up the gash 
and tescusitating the patient. His 
condition was regarded as very grave 
and powerful restoratives were ap- 
plied, with the result that in a short 
time Foltz revived; After an hour's 
rest he was able to leave for Arcola, 
No further serious consequences are 
anticipated, but Mr. Foltz had an ex- 
tremely narrow escape.

mong all classes in Fort Wayne is 
tot stating too much. 
It has been ascertained that Super* 
ntendent McKim'g recommendations 
or improvements of shop, round 
.ouse, freight house, office building 
nd yard facilities had been allowed 
y the board of directors and that the 
rogranx of improvement would in- 
olve an outlay of half a million dol- 
ars, 
Work will be inaugurated as soon 
s practicable. 
COULD .GIVE FEW DETAILS. 
Mr. MoKim was not in a position 
o go into details concerning the con- 
emplated improvements, tne blue 
rints and specifications not having 
een returned here as yet, but lie 
ta-ted that the improvements would 
ost upwards of $500,000 and they 
ould involve the abandonment of 
he present round hous* and the 
rection of a large and modern one 
t the east yards, the building of a 
.ew office bxiildiug at the corner of 
Glinton and Holm an streets and the 
xtension eastward! of the freight 
ransfer house, possibly as far as La- 
ayette street. These changes will 
Iso necessitate considerable change 
n the machine shop and it is under- 
tood that that department will be 
greatly enlarged. The plans, it is 
stated, contemplate remodeling that 
s>hop into a T-shaped building, with 
&ase abutting on Holman street and 
he cross arms extending from din- 
on street, where the superintend- 
nt's office building now is, to tUe 
grounds now occupied by the round 
house. When completed this addi- 
ion, as well as the main portion of 
he shop, will the equipped with ad- 


ditional and up~to«da4;« machinery, 
and all the latest apparatus 
fo* 


handling locomotives in port or in 
the whole, making the fthop the ittat 
oiie west of the Allegheny, 
tains.. .This would mean an 
in the working force, not only at th* 
main shops, but in the round house 
at the east yards.

servative estimate of the force that 
would be necessary to operate the re- 
modeled and enlarged1 shops puts the 
number of workmen at 1,500.

office with friends, all of whom were 
heavily armed, Dr. C. P. DriscoU, a 
prominent dentist of this place, yes- 
terday defied a mob of angry citizens 
and Miss Eva Miller, a young wo- 
man of this place, for nearly eight 
hours. 


The fiie bells were rung and a mob 


assembled. Miss Miller held a black 
snake whip in her hand and if Dr. 
Driscoll had shown himself he would 
have been giveu a severe whipping 
in the presence of several hundred 
men, 
women and children. 


Some time ago, it is said, Dr. Diis- 


coll wrote a letter to Miss Miller, the 
daughter of a well-to-do fanner* iu 
which he asked her to meet him and 
complimented 
her on iier peisonal 


beauty and various other attractions. 
Miss Miller was deeply humiliated 
and said nothing to her parents about 
receiving 
the 
letter. 
Yesterday 


morning 
she swore out a warrant 


against Dr Driscoll, who, she said, 
was in the habit 
of Avhipping his 


wife. 


When the officer went to serve the 


warrant Driscoll resisted. 
la the 


meantime Miss Miller decided to give 
him A thrashing and piovided her- 
self with a whip. 
She waited for 


the doctor in the magistrate's office* 
but he did not come. It afteiward 
developed that Dr. Driscoll, with a 
half dozen friends, were armed and 
barricaded in the doctor's office nn 
were defying1 the officers of the law< 
The doctor himself flourished two 
revolveis and said he would 2iot come 
out alive. 


Miss Miller led ft band of citizens 


and officers who marched to the do 
tor's office and 
demanded that he 


come out on the street and sunendev. 
This lie refused to do. 


The dentist remained inside 
for 


eight hours, but Miss Miller did not 
despah. She held her ground. 


Finally Dr. Driscoll sent for his 


lawyer, Harry Cawes. After a long 
conference with the attorney, who 
endeavored to pacify ths crowd, the 
door of the office opened aud Dr, Dris- 
coll appeared. Miss Miller demanded 
him to read the letter which he had 
written her and apologize to the peo- 
ple and herself. She told him if he 
did not she would whip 3iim with the 
horsewhip which she exhibited. 


Miss Miller had the crowd with 


her, and they stood at her back ready 
to hold him while the woik was be- 
ing done. Dr. Driscoll then avose and 
lead the letter in a clear voice. He 
then said that Ife was sorry for what 
he had done. 


A committee of citizens waited upon 
him later and gave him twenty-four 
hours in which to leave the town. 
Dr. Driscoll said he could not ai- 
range his business affairs in so short 
a time, so the committee decided to 
give him twenty days. Today he is 
a Hanging to leave. 


Dr. Driscoll lias been a dentist here 


for several years and had a large 
practice, Miss Miller feels that she 
has done her duty and she lias the 
sympathy of a majority of the citi- 
zens. 


MORPHINE CLOSED LIFE.

BUSINESS IN 1901. 


The annual survey of business con- 


ditions made toy K. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Beview gives ample testimony to the 
remarkable commercial character of 
1901, One important feature is the 
exhibit of failures for that period. 
The Dun & Co. statement shows that 
the failures last year were 11,002 in 
ntftnber and $118,092,376 in amount 
of liabilities, while.of banking and 
other fiduciary institutions there 
were seventy-four insolvencies, in- 
Tolring |18,018,774, a total of 11,- 
070 default* and 1131,111,150 lia- 
bilities. These figures compare very 
favorably with the 10,938 failures in 
1900 with lUbilUit* of f 174,118,836, 
of which fifty-nine were banks for

an indebtedness of $44,960,983, com 
pared with 2,409 in the previous 
year owing $51,702,142, while there 
were 7,965 suspensions of traders for 
$52,080,640, against 7,844 in 1900 
with liabilities of $59,415,592. 


The Beview remarks that "the in- 


crease in number of insolvencies is 
by no means evidence of poor busi 
ness conditions, but on the contrary 
may be the result of exceptional pros- 
perity." Many new firms have been 
organized—'a greater number than in 
any one year before. Increase in com- 
petition has of course led to greatei 
rivalry and lessened the chances of 
success. 
Many have been tempted 


into new ventures without sufficient 
capital and have been driven to the 
wall. 
The Beview seems to think 


the showing is encouraging rather 
than the reverse, for it says: "That 
the liabilities of all failures should 
exhibit a decrease of over $42,000,- 
000, as compared with 1900, is es- 
pecially significant in view of the 
many events that might be expected 
to cause heavy losses. The elements 
were most unkind, fires and storms 
destroying 
much property, while 


heat and drouth caused extensive in- 
jury to corn and; oats, arid some re- 
duction in the yield of cotton." 


The failures out of the way, 
the 


Beview finds the general situation 
to have been extraordinary, especial- 
ly in the industrial world, regarding 
which it comments as follows: 


"Most marvelous of -all the phe 


nomenal evidences of advancement in 
business during the year was the 
progress made in manufacturing. It 
is impossible to be too extravagant in 
delineating the movements of the in- 
dustrial world. Never in the history 
of this or any other nation has such 
development 
occurred within 
the 


space of a twelvemonth. The expan- 
sion of productive capactiy was 
enormous, the improved methods of 
work and organization were conspic- 
uous, wise economies were intro- 
duced, but more than all other fact- 
ors that made for permanent pros- 
perity was the conservative resist- 
ance to price inflation." 


As one of the best indications of 


general prosperity the Beview cites 
the bank records, of which it says: 


"In the year of big things it was 


natural that new high records should 
be recorded 
in deposits and loans. 


Financing of big syndicate 
opera- 


tions and unparalleled stock market 
dealings combined to raise the total 
of loans and discounts to $914,633,- 
000 on February 16, against $825,- 
830,600 on September 15, 1900, the 
top point of that year. On the same 
date deposits attained their zenith at 
$1,011,329,000, 
compared 
-with 


$914,810,300 on March 4, 1899, the 
record prior to 1901. At the time 
of more than a billion deposits the 
banks only held in actual cash $265,- 
684,700, or $12,852,450 above the 
twenty-five per cent, legally requir- 
ed. 
On March 2 there was a new 


deposit 
record 
of $1,012,514,000, 


but loans did not attain their max- 
imum until 
March 9 at $918,789,- 


600," 


The first year of the twentieth cen- 


tury was certainly one of amazing 
prosperity for this country.

Mis& Roosrfrelt is the first 


white house debutante since 1873, 
when Miss Nellie Grant, the daugh- 
ter of President Grunt, was presented 
to society at a ball which was the 
gayest social event of the decade. 


Last night's entertainment was 


given a personal rather than an of- 
ficial character by Mrs. Hoos«v«lt, 
whose wish was that Miss -Roosevelt 
should 
make her debut much as 


though it had taken place in> her own 
private home rather 
than in the 


white house. There was no cotillion 
and consequently no favors. When 
the ball was opened lasrt night the 
interior of the white house was most 
attractive. 
Never before have tl\e 


floral decorations been more beauti- 
ful. 
The massive mirrors, chande- 


liers, columns and ceiling of the east 
room, where thfe dancing took place, 
were festooned and garlanded! with 
emilax, maidenhair fern and aspara- 
gus trimmed with bouquets of car- 
nations, more than a miles of green 
festooning being used in this way. 
The window recesses were filled1 with 
palms rising out of banks of vari- 
gated foliage. The mantels were 
banked with roses and azalias set in 
tropical crotons and crowned above 
with screw pines.

\ I POLITICAL, BUSINESS AND DOMESTIC LITE HALF A CEN- 


HEREAFrER~-CHAN£ES THAT WILL COME. 


(By Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt) 
Were I to assume the role of 


prophet I should predict no astonish- 
ing changes which are likely to over- 
take women in their business, politi- 
cal and home life within the next 
half century. 
Instead, that which 


will come will "be the natural results 
of an. evolution already so well es- 
tablished that no power can stay the 
tide of the oncoming. 
A half cen- 


tury ago -the world rebelled at the ap- 
proach of the changes which are now 
past history* The women who wish- 
ed to own and manage their own 
property; the women who entered 
new vocations 
and holdly claimed 


thei* own wages; the women who de- 
manded the right to speak in public 
to pray in the prayer meeting and 


" to organize clubs; in fact, the women 


who interpreted the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
constitution to mean that women as 
well as men possessed an inalienable 
right to "life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness," took their reputations 
in their own hands. The feat of Dan- 
iel entering the lion's den pales into 
insignificance compared witli the he- 
roism of the "woman's rights" wo- 
men of that day. 


The great world has recovered from 


its shock and now looks upon the 
"women movement" with compara- 
tive resignation. 
It has no more 


persecution, no more "mud throwing" 
to offer, and its delicate feelings are 
no longer disturbed when a respecta- 
ble sane woman does something no 
woman has done before* 


Fifty years hence women will be 


much more important factors in the 
'business world than they are today. 
It matters not at all whether men 
and women of our day think women 
should engage more largely in busi- 
ness or not 
Women will become im- 


portant factors in business m re- 
sponse to influences quite independ- 
ent of public opinion* The ancient 
custom of bequeathing the bulk of 
the family fortune to the eldest son 
has been gradually but surely sup- 
planted by the practice of "share and 
share alike." 
Since women have 


been, permitted to receive and care 
for their own property, girls, like 
boys, receive by will, as well as by 
law, an equal share in the family es- 
tate. It will be readily seen that if 
the "United States produces an equal 
number of boys and girls the wealth 
of any generation will, through in- 
heritance, be held equally by the men 
and women of the next. 


Fifty years ago a hundred thous- 


and dollars was considered a hand- 
some fortune, and an income of ten 
thousand 
dollars 
could easily be 


earned from it through investments 
in mortgages and stocks. Now the 
same principal would scarcely guar- 
antee a $3,000 income. It is no long- 
er possible for the woman to invest 
a modest patrimony and secure satis- 
factory 
returns. 
Her 
necessity 


drives her to tHe consideration of 
business ventures which promise to 
net her a larger percent. 
In the 


meantime the withdrawal of public 
condemnation has rendered women 
more self reliant, 
more ambitious 


and venturesome, and they are less 
afraid to risk their money. These 
two factors will lead women more 
and more into the business world. 


There may be some curious results, 


but they will develop so naturally 
no one will be surprised at them* 
tfifty years ago the most prosperous 
business enterprise for women' 
millinery, but men for a generation 
have been gradually stealing the 
trade until now the largest ihillinery 
houses are owned and mariagdd tiy~ 
men* 
One man milliner in 3tew 


York has recently built a million 
dollar hotel with the profits of his 
trade. Fif ty years ago thouSahdS of 
women enjoyed a pleasant and local 
distinction for e&pecial * $till in the 
construction of that American' dainty 
. known as the pie. In time men 
looked upon the appetite of the pie- 
loving American as a possible source 
of revenue 
and immediately con- 


spired to steal the art from women. 
Th* pie rapidly disappeared from the 
ihdme to reappear in the factory. One 
factory in New York turns out SO,- 
000 pies fc day,'each one guaranteed 
to be "as good As~motuer made." 


(Whether in the' Afty years to come 


women will reclaim \aese vocations 
which have always been considered 
essentially feminine, or whether men 
will possess them entirely and will 
make the bonnets and pie? of the 
world is impossible to predict. 
If, 


however, these industries are for- 
ever lost to women, it is safe to 
prophecy that the \ sagacity, enter- 
prise and originality of women will 
witi compensating vocations 
from 


men. 
Who knows but it may be the 


manufacture of hammers and nailsP 


Fifty years hence women will long 


have been enfranchised in the tlnited 
States, They wilt have taken thsir 
places in the body politic so natur- 
ally, so quietly, «o ty*en*att<mftlly, 
that the event will scare* h*v* made 
* rlppl* in the stream of Htnuut pro- 


* 


time a'go, after a bitter speech in op- 
position to woman suffrage/ exclaim- 
ed in that spirit of surrender which 
sometimes ovei takes-us when stand- 
ing in the presence of the inevita- 
ble: "There are young men in this 
convention who will see every wo- 
man in Alabama a voter." 


The time required for the actual 


process of voting is so infinitesimal 
it is not worth considering, but the 
labor necessary to organize voters, 
to educate them, to win elections, es- 
pecially for great principles of mor- 
ality, require time, brains and en- 
ergy. 
These women will give, but 


how are they to secure the leisure, 
some overworked woman may ask. 
The woman's club of today will liave 
departed after having fully perform- 
ed its important mission {o women 
and the world, and in its place will 
have come the political organization 
where problems of real life are dis- 
cussed. There men and women will 
debate those mighty questions, upon 
the correct 
solution- of which de- 


pends the progress of civilization. 
There they will teach each other the 
need of personal responsibility for 
the affairs of state, and it will all 
come about so naturally that men 
and women will both forget that it 
was once spoken of as a "dangerous 
revolution*" 


Fifty years 
hence the American 


home will still be the "bulwark of 
American liberty," the haven of hus- 
band and wife, and the happy shelt- 
er of the dear children. There may 
be changes in its material arrange- 
ment. 
The city flat perhaps will 


lead to co-operative dining rooms. 
There doubtless will be tin extension 
of the business now in its infancy 
which delivers by order, upon the 
family table, well cooked and satis- 
factory meals. There will probably 
be a more wholesome buying of food 
at bakeiy 
and grocery, and even 


larger patronage at restaurants. But 
these are matters 
of small 
conse- 


quence. 
The home itself, that re- 


treat chosen, as birds 
build their 


nests, by the instinct of sweet and 
pure affection, 
will 
remain un- 


changed. To suppose it in danger 
because women are growing into a 
larger mental world and are learning 
to feel a sense of responsibility for 
the things outside the home is to 
base its usefulness upon the weak 
subjection, of women to ancient con- 
ditions which no longer have cause 
to exist. 
Such fear is based upon 


the fanciful theory that "all men 
were designed to be oaks and all wo- 
men clinging vines." We have al- 
ready made the important discovery 
that there are oaks among women 
and the most 
clinging 
of vines 


among- men. 


The present recognized inequality 


between parents will not blast the 
force of the mother's teaching in that 
day, and when the home is snora of 
this injustice it will shed a healthier 
and more stimulating influence on 
children. 
Husbands, too, will love 


their wives with a higher and holier 
affection, for that love is safest and 
most reliable which is founded upon 
genuine respect 


In fact, the further enlargement 


of women's sphere.in business and 
politics will injure nothing which is 
good, and, lest of all, the home, 
which to all women is and ever must 
be the dearest and most sacred spot 
in all the world. If in, the line of 
their progress some i<feal of today is 
shattered, we may be sure the ideal 
was built of flimsy sentiment and not 
designed to lead to the real good of 
women or men. Evolution compels 
the world to move onward, and it 
may always be safely trusted to aim 
at higher and better things for so- 
ciety,

FACTS ABOUT LIGHTNING 


OF EARTHQUAKES. 


Geologists and physicists have long 


speculated on the vcftuse 
of earth- 


quakes, says the Chicago tfws. Sir 
Humphrey Davy suggests the union 
of certain robust chemical elements 
as a cause, but more recent views 
show that the force or energy that 
wrecks the earth has really a local 
or surface rather than a deep-seated 
origin. 
As these phenomena occur 


near water, this latter (point has also 
to be taken into account in any ex- 
planation of their causation. That 
explanation begins naturally with 
the primary fact that our earth is a 
cooling globe. Unlike its pinched* 
off satellite, the moon, which is a 
kind of burnt-out cinder, the world 
exhibits a heated interior, the exact 
nature of the matter therein repre- 
sented being unknown. Once ft blaz- 
ing orb, the earth has cooled down 


and thus exhibits a cer- 


Without doubt lightning was the 


first electrical phenomenon that was 
ever observed by human beings. To 
this day it remains the least known 
and least understood of natural elec- 
trical manifestations except, perhaps, 
the aurora, says the" Electrical Be* 
View. 


There is a vast deal of popular mis- 


conception concerning the danger of 
lightning and the nature of it. 
The 


lightning flash is a discharge from a 
cloud at a high potential with refer- 
ence to the earth. When the atmos- 
phere is charged with water, vapor 
and some eddy or current in its colder 
upper state is deflected downward, 
causing condensation, and exceeding- 
ly minute drops of water are formed, 
each bearing <an electrical charge, 
since the capacity of the drop varies 
with its diameter and the volume of 
the drop with the cube of the di- 
ameter. 


The consequence of this is that it 


takes, for example, eigut drops con- 
solidated to make one of twice the 
diameter of the constituent drops, 
and the charge on the surface of the 
consolidated drop will bs four times 
as great as that upon the surface of 
its elements. In this way, as the 
small water particles unite to form 
drops which fall as rain, the potential 
of the charge they carry increases 
uritil it attains enormous values, and 
the lightning flash leaps to the earth, 
which may be regarded simply as a 
body of very great electro-static ca- 
pacity, 
This discharge, which is 


called lightning, is apt to be more or 
less destructive, although the energy 
of an individual flash is perhaps not 
very great. 


Often the conditions <are such that 


the discharge takes on an oscillating 
character, producing violent surging* 
of current. No very accurate meas- 
urements have "been made upon the 
currents involved, 'but it is taken to 
be of the order of 1,000 to 5,000 
atnperes. 
The electro-motive force 


necessary to cause a flash a mile long 
is probably several million volts, and, 
of course,, the power of the flash 
measured in wats is very great, but 
its duration is correspondingly short. 


Protection of property and life from 


lightning flashes has been a subject 
that has entrained the attention of 
natural philosophers since Franklin 
sent up (his historic kite. 
The net 


result of more than a century of at- 
tempt to secure protection has been 
the lightning rod in its more or less 
inefficient forms, and the discovery 
that buildings of modern construc- 
tion having metallic roofs and often 
metallic frames as well are practical- 
ly immune from attack by lightning. 
The total number of deaths due to 
liglhtning in any given summer is 
comparatively very small—in the 
ratio of about one to each 200,000 
population in the United States. 


In cities the destructive influence 


of lightning is exceedingly small, al- 
though occasional fires are caused by 
it, especially where gas pines abound. 
Protection of electric circuits from 
lightning has been an interesting 
subject for research for a number of 
years, and several highly efficient 
devices have been constructed for this 
purpose. 


Today lightning is little feated by 


the 
station 
superintendent 
and 


should Obe very little feared by any 
one. 
The time-honored rule that it 


is wisest to keep in tne open and not 
seekjthe shelter of trees is one which 
common prudence dictates. Becourse 
to the feather 'bed of our ancestors, 
however, is no longer necessary, ex- 
cept to quiet the nerves of timorous 
persons, while the ancient supersti- 
tion regarding handling steel instru- 
ments and sitting in a draught may 
be utterly disregarded.

lutely lightning proof, and those in 
it are as nearly absolutely protected 
f from lightning as is possible.

provides for all his wants. Economy 
means self-denial—the sacrifice 
of 


present gratification for a future and 
greater good, and this to most men 
is not pleasant. There is no royal 
road to riches any more than to geom- 
etry. It is not what a man gets that 
constitutes his wealth, but what he 
saves. 


Wise men in all ages have agreed 


that the only way to become rich, 
or even independent, is to save the 
odds and ends, the shreds and par- 
ings, to keep exact accounts, to keep 
clear of everything with the slight- 
est aspect or* savor of waste. 
The 


old worn-out saws about "taking 
care of the pennies," and "a pin a 
day," and "willful waste leading to 
woeful want," 
'which embody the 


hoarded experience of many genera- 
tions, are as true now as centuries 
ago, 
and men and women prosper 


just as they obey these lessons. 


A penny is a very little thing, yet 


the comfort of thousands and tens 
of thousands depends upon the use 
made of pennies. Industry without 
economy is as fatal to the acquisi- 
tion of wealth aa idleness.

avoid a slavish, humiliating depend- 
ence upon others—should contrive to 
live within, his means, and on ac- 
count of possible illness, to add to 
them. Not to do this is the very 
essence of dishonesty, for the man 
who does not keep his expenditure 
within his income must, sooner or 
later, be living upon the means of 
someone else. It is a strange and 
lamentable fact that the classes of 
men that work the hardest and which 
might be expected to hold their earn- 
ings with the tightest grip, squan- 
der them the most recklessly. Eat- 
ing up and drinking up their earn- 
ings as they go, they become the 
sport of times and seasons, and in 
"hard times" and commercial crises 
inevitably go to the wall.

are thousands of toilers who, though 
getting wages which should insure 
comfort" and1 independence, yet, lack- 
ing that husbanded1 power which 
even small savings would secure to 
them, live from hand to mouth and 
are often but a day's march ahead 
of actual want.

Vassar college has been 
presented with scholarships, as well 
as the New York university, the lat- 
ter receiving a fund fox* perpetual 
endowments. Miss Could is also in- 
terested in Young Men's Christian 
associations, having erected build- 
ings for several. Yale college has 
profited by the generosity of several 
women. A valuable library, $100,- 
000 to establish a Y. M. C. A, for 
the scientific school and money to 
found a memorial fellowship being 
among the important gifts. 


Libraries have profited to the ex- 


tent of $1,000,000 by women's gifts. 
Iti the realm of charity, gifts and 
bequests are recorded 
aggregating 


the splendid sum of $10,000,000. 
Barely, if ever, has so much money 
been contributed for charitable pur- 
poses as this year. Upon Easter day 
alone in New York churches nearly 
$500,000 was placed on the alms 
basins at the 
different 
services, 


Grace church giving §167,500 of this 
amount. It is safe 
to say that 


women gave over half of this nearly 
$500,000. At the triennial conven- 
tion of the Episcopal church, held at 
San ITrancisco in October, women 
gave $100,000 for 
missions 
and 


pledged the further sum of $15,000 
for a girl's school in China. 


One of the most notable gifts for 


hospitals is that of Mrs. Collis P. 
Huntington, who has presented her 
beautiful home in San Prancisco to 
the city, to be converted into a hos- 
pital for women.

His suc- 
cess then*did ntft disturb his even 
calm, <and that is why the present 
accomplishment has not changed 
him. It requires some strength of 
character to withstand iJhe adulation 
which is beting heaped upon this 
young man of 27, 'but he has already 
been put to severe & i along1 this 
lins. Among his friends two kings 
are founrd to be numbered—Edward 
of England and Victor Emmanuel of 
Italy—>bot(h of whom aire indebted to 
the inventor for extraordinary fa- 
vors, When Edward was prince of 
Wales, Mardonl installed his system 
of wirdess telegraphy on the royal 
yacht, atfd sent daily bulletin* to 
C'he queen during the illness of the 
prinrce. Three yctars ago tne young 
Italian gave the use* of his system 
to his fatherland. From the former 
ruler he received a royal patronage, 
and from the latfter the title of Chev- 
alier in the Order of the Crown. One 
day. before the queen's death, Iffar-

Joseph E-arnsoy, jr., president of 


the Wahash, anticipates increase in 
railway revenues through the better 
maintenance of rates the 
present 


year. He thought the tonnage of the 
railways would vary largely with 
crop conditions, and while it is en- 
tirely (too early to make any esti- 
mates on the coming year's crops, 
h'e did not look for any decrease in 
tonnage the present year. He antici- 
pates an. increase in revenue, even 
with the same tonnage. While the 
condition of rates has not been sat- 
isfactory during the past year, a very 
material improvement is anticipated 
this year, as material progress has 
•been made towards securing perma- 
nent stability of rates. 
Bailroads 


have been responding liberally to the 
demand for increased equipment; in 
fact* the additions to equipment dux- 
ing the past few years have been 
largely 
in excess 
of the normal 


growth of traffic. Hundreds of thous- 
ands of cars have "been built, capac- 
ity of engines and- cars increased, 
most of the roads have thrown out 
of service their small cars, and in 
his opinion, wiiile this movement 
may continue 
a couple 
of years 


longer, by that time the full demand 
to-.- new equipment will have been 
satisfied. He is in favor of adopting 
the per diem plan in place of mileage 
for the use of cars. On the lines of 
the Wabash the cost of fuel has in- 
creased nearly half a million dollars 
per annum. The uet revenue per ton 
is not increasing and it cannot in- 
crease without an increase in the 
average tariff rate, or at least a bet- 
ter maintenance of tariff rates. In- 
creases in the rate of pay are prac- 
tically permanent, as it is almost im- 
possible to reduce the rate of paid 
employes when earnings fall off. Of 
course, the number of men employed 
can be reduced somewhat with the 
decrease of traffic. He thought that 
as long as railway traffic continues 
as satisfactory as it is at present 
tho ronds would expend a large por- 
tion of their net earnings in the pur- 
chase of heavy equipment and im- 
provement of their property.

The.United States is the owner of 


several samples of clockwork that 
are more or less interesting to the 
visitor to Washington and perhaps 
the best known one is the old fash- 
ioned clo?k that stands iu the sen- 
ate corridor of the capitol building1. 
This massive ball clock has been in 
use over since 
the present capitol 


building1 was erected and it is*pecu- 
liarly interesting from the fact that 
it was iu the building and escaped 
the fire when the British attempted 
to destroy the structure in 1814, 
Coming out of that danger it has 
since the completion of the new wings 
occupied its present position just in 
front of the west door of the new sen- 
ate chamber and a few feet from the 
corridor across which the robed jus- 
tices of the supreme court march in 
solemn pomp each day that tribunal 
is in session. This procession moves 
just as the hands on the old time- 
piece point to the hour of high noon, 


I Not the chief justice himself or the 
aged bailiff 
whose 
duty it is to 


stretch the silken ropes across the 
conidor are more punctual than the 
hands of the old clock. The loiterer 
in that portion of the building could 
tell the time of day by either the 
movements of the bailiff, the justices 
or the hands of the clock and either 
one would be right, even if the sun 
dial or the national observatory time 
ball were wrong. 
At least that is 


the tradition that prevails about that 
part of the great government build- 
ing. 


Uucle Sam has another wonderful 


clock at Washington—the only one of 
its kind in the world. An apparatus 
something like it can be seen at the 
Kensington museum in London, but 
it is crude and incomplete beside this 
clock, which represents the thought 
and effect 
of nineteen of the best 


years of a man's life. 


The clock resembles 
the 
large 


timepieces that may be seen in rail- 
road offices and hotels, and apparent- 
ly has dials not only for the hours, 
minutes and 
seconds, but for the 


moon's phases. It also has a laby- 
rinth of cogwheels which fit into each 
other with admirable nicety, and 
when the handle at the left side of 
its case is turned which winds the 
<:lock it turns the mechanism into an 
automatic astrologer, which can pre- 


twica instead of 
once, and 
then 


makes her records.

IT CAN TIDES PASSAGE, 


In the department of the coast and 


geodetic survey, where this clock is 
located, they call it a tide predicting 
machine. Bay after day an operator 
keeps turning the little handle, caus- 
ing the hands on the center dial and 
the smaller ones at each side to re- 
volve until they reach certain fig- 
ures which indicate the time and 
height of the tide— not only at one 
city, but at all the principal seaports 
on the North American coast, Noth- 
ing seems simpler than the way it 
does the work. Taking her position 
in front, the operator merely places 
a finger or two on the handle, for so 
delicately is the machine adjusted 
that a touch will move it. Upon the 
table, under the 
right 
hand, are 


sheets of ruled paper containing 
blanks for sets of figures. As 
the 


handle moves the four hands on the 
center dial begin to turn also — one 
pair in opposite direction from the 
other pair. 
Looking at this dial 


closely, it will be seen that one set of 
hands is of the same shape as ordi- 
nary hands on 
a timepiece/ The 


smaller pair 
resemble 
compass 


needles, and form what is called the 
"oscillating needle/' The scientists 
term the upper hand the lunar index 
—in plain language it is the finger 
that points out the position of the 
moon as calculated by the clockwork, 
while its partner, the solar index, is 
the "sun. finger/* 


CLOCK DOES THE THINKING. 
The lady at the table watches only 


the lunar index first as it slips 
around. 
Nearer and nearer it ap- 


proaches the upper half of the oscil- 
lating needle, until the two are in the 
same position. She stops turning- the 
handles and jots down the dial fig- 
ures -which are directly 
opposite. 


This is the time of high tide at the 
seaport for which the predictions are 
being- made.

With brim,- 


ming beaker in hand, he is talking 
with t&e royal group about what he 
will do with d'he spoils of the victory 
he is going to achieve that afternoon. 
He takes it for granted that Sam&rLi 
will surrender. He gives command 
for the capture of some of the inhabi- 
tants of Samaria who are approach- 
ing, saying: "Whether they be come 
out for peace, take them alive; or 
\vihether they be come out for war, 
take them alive." 
But behold the 


fugitive king in frightened retreat 
before sundown! 
Better not tell 


boastingly what you are going to do 
Wait until it is done. You do well 
to lay out your plans, but there are 
so many mistakes and disappoint- 
ments in life that you may not be 
Able to carry out your plans, and 
there is no need of invoking the 
world's 
derision 
and 
caricature. 


Napoleon was so sure of conquering 
England, Scotland and Ireland that 
he had a medal struck celebrating 
the conquest, which (he never mnde. 
On that medal was rep-rc^ented his 
own crowned head. 


Dr. Pendleton and Mr. Saunders 


were talking in the time of persecu- 
tion under Queen Mary. 
Saunders 


was trembling and -afraid, but Pen- 
dleton said: 
"What! Man, there is 


much more cause for me to fear than 
you. You are small, an'd I have a 
large bodily frame, -but you will sea 
the last piece of this flesh consumed 
to aahes before I ever forsake Jesus 
Christ and His truth which I have 
professed."

The only kind of boasting 
that prospers was that of Paul, who 
cried out: "I glory in the cross of 
Christ;" And that of John Newton, 
who declared: 
"I am not what I 


ought to be; I am not what I wish to 
be, but by the grace of God, I am not 
what I was." 


Do not boast of your moral 


strength. One of the most 'brilliant 
men of the nineteenth century, (hav- 
ing temporarily reformed frbm in- 
ebriety, stood on the platform of 
Broadway tabernacle, New York, and 
said: 
"Were this great globe one 


crystallite, and were I offered the 
possession of it if I would drink one 
£lass of brandy, I would refuse with 
scorn, and I want no religion to help 
me." 
But that same man died at 


Poughkeepsie a 
drunken pauper. 


Better underrate than overrate our- 
selves. 


My subject is also a refutation of 


the famous sentiment that God is on 
the side of tne heaviest artillery. 
From all I can read «T>out this strug- 
gle Benhadad spoke the truth when 
he said: "The gods do so unto ms, 
and more also, of the "dust of Samaria 
shall suffice for handfuls for all the 
people that follow me." He was so 
confident that with his superior num- 
bers he could defeat the king of 
Israel and capture Samaria that he 
left'the worktfor a short afternoon. 
He is at noon in Wassail with his 
royal associates, The battle of Wat- 


was not opened until twenty- 


five minutcfs of 12 iat noon, but that 
was because the ground was too wet 
to £ioye the artillery, 
fienhadad 


itsf until' afternoon because he is 


overconfident, God is not on the side 
of the most swords, or the most war 
chariots, or the most cannon, if they 
be in the wrong, 'but on the side of 
the right. How such a, preposterous 
sentiment as I have mentioned should 
have gained sway I know not, when 
all history proclaims the opposite. 
Describing the very next battle in 
which Benhadad fought and was mis- 
erably defeated, the Bible says: 
"The children of Israel pitched before 
them like two little flocks of kids, 
but the Syrians filled the country." 
How insignificant wer* the unarmed 
Israelites, half starved and unorgan- 
ized, compared with Pharaoh's -host, 
on foot, on horseback and charioted! 
But the waves of the Bed sea took 
part in the conflict, parting to let the 
punmd paw, tat coming together to 
d«#tn>y the pursuers. 
The ttidiaa- 
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under Gideon came down, their only I 
weapons pitchers and lamps and 
j 


trumpets, and as they held up the 
lamps and threw down the pitchers 
and blow the trumpets the flash of 
the ]&ht* and the blare of the instru- 
ments and the crash of the crockery 
made their enemy fall back in wild 
terror. 


PUT ON THE HABNESS, 


Notice, also, that my text takes it 


for granted that you must put on the 
harness; else, how can you take it 
off? Life is a battle—a thirty years', 
a forty years' or a sixty years' war. 
Helmet you must have, for the bat- 
tle-axes of skepticism and agnosti- 
cism are aimed at your head. Every 
possible effort will be made to make 
you think wrong. The young man 
v/ho gets his head filled with wrong 
notions about God, about 
Christ, 


about the soul, about the great be- 
yond, is already captured. Put on 
the helmet, the latchet well adjusted 
under the chin. 
Thiuk right and 


you will act light. 
Yes, 
breast- 


plate for the heart. That is the most 
Important part to be defended. That 
decides what you love and what you 
hate; what you hope for and what 
you despise. 
That decides earthly 


happiness and eternal destiny. Keep 
the heart pure and the life will be 
pure. Have the heart corrupt and 
your actions will be corrupt. Oh, 
that all of us might have a new 
heart, 
covered with a 
divinely 


wrought breastplate! Yes, greaves 
for the feet. 
So many dangerous 


roads are we compelled to walk. So 
many people tread on sharp prongs 
of temptation, and 
go lame 
and 


limping all the rest of their days. 
Iron-mailed shoe for the feet. 


Young man, see that you have on 


a complete armor. All looks bright 
now and it seems as if you could 
march right on without opposition 
or attack, but be not deceived. There 
are hidden foes ready to halt you on 
your way. The same cup that Ben- 
hattad drank out of just before his 
defeat will be offered to effect your 
defeat. 
His intoxicated brain saw 


victory when there was nothing but 
rout and ruin. What work Ben- 
hadad's cup made 
for Benhadad's 


army! What shipwrecks on the sea, 
what disasters on the land caused by 
inflaming liquids 
put 
upon 
the 


t6ngue to set seething the 
brain! 


How many kings of thought and in* 
fluence, with t crowns brighter than 
the one Benhadad wore, have, 
by 


strong drink, been put into flight 
as base as that in which Benhadad 
rode! "Give them to me," says the 
demon of inebriety. "Give them to 
me; hand them down—the brightest 
legislators of ^he land. I will thick- 
en their tongue; I will bloat their 
cheek; I will stagger their step; I 
will damn their soul. 
Hand them 


down to me—the queens of the draw- 
ing- room, and I will disgrace their 
names, and blast their homes, and 
throw them down farther than Jeze- 
bel fell to the dogs that crunched 
her carcass." 


We hold our breath in horror as 


once in awhile we hear of someone, 
either by accident or suicide, going 
over Niagara falls, but the tides, the 
depths, the awful surg«9 of intem- 
perance are every hour of every day 
rushing1 scores of immortals down 
into unfathomed 
abysm. Suicides 


by the hundreds of thousands! Sui- 
cides by the million! 'Beware of the 
cup out of which Benhadad drank 
personal and national demolition! 


Yes, you must have full armor. 


There are temptations to an impure 
life all the time multiplying- and in- 
tensifying. Head in private and dis- 
cussed afterward by the refined and 
elegant in parlors are books poisoned 
from lid to lid with 
impurities. 


Loose characters in the novel ap- 
plauded by rhetorical pen, and pro- 
prieties of life caricatured as pru- 
dery, and infidelity'Of behavior put 
in a way to excite sympathy and half 
approval. My wonder is not that so 
many go astray, but my wonder is 
that ten times as many are not de- 
bauched, 
There are influences 
at 


work which, if unarrested, will turn 
our cities into Sodoms and Gomorrahs 
ready for the hail and fire 'and brim- 
*stone of God's indignation. 


Yes, you must have full armor, 


for there are all the temptations to 
gaming practices, either in gambling 
halls or in the money markets, buy- 
ing what they never paid for and 
selling what they can never deliver, 
first borrowing what they cannot re- 
turn and stealing what they cannot 
borrow. All hours of t|i6 day and 
all hours of the night are vast sums 
of money passing fraudulently, for 
gambling 
in all cases is fraud, 


whether it be a twenty-five cent prize 
package or a crash in Northern Pa* 
cine, which made Lombard street and 
the Bourse aghast and shook the na- 
tions with financial earthquake, 


Oh, yes, you need the harness on 


until God tells you to take it oft. 
In olden time it was leathern armor, 
or chain aimer, 
or ribbed armor 


fashioned in ancient foundry, but no 
one can give you the outfit you need 
except God, who is master of this 
world and the infernal world, 'from 
which ascend the mightiest hostili- 
ties. Lay hold of God. Nothing but 
the arm of Omnipotence is strong 
enough for the tempted,

If we secure 
the victory, it will be a struggle as 
fierce as when the Greeks and Per- 
sians met at Marathon, as when Dar- 
ius and Alexander grappled each 
other at Arbela, as when Joan of Arc 
rode triumphant at Orleans, as when 
the Russians met the Swedes at Pul- 
towa, as when Marlbcrough com- 
manded the allied armies at Blen- 
heim. Those were fights for earthly 
crowns and dominions, but the fight 
that now goes on between all the 
allied armies of heaven and all the 
allied armies of

TUUY HEREAFTEIU-CHANGES THAT WILL COME.

Were I to assume the role of 


prophet I should predict no astonish- 
ing changes which are likely to over- 
take women in their business, politi- 
cal and home life within the next 
half century. 
Instead, that which 


•will come will be the natural results 
of an evolution already so well es- 
tablished that no power can stay the 
tide of the oncoming. 
A half cen- 


tury ago the world rebelled at the ap- 
proach of tbe changes which are now 
past history. 
*"He women who wisli- 


ed to own and manage their own 
property; the women who entered 
new vocations 
and boldly claimed 


their own wages; tbe -women who de- 
manded the right to speak in public 
to pray in the prayer meeting and 


" to organize clubs; in fact, the women 


who interpreted the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
constitution to mean that women as 
well as men possessed an inalienable 
right to "life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness," took their reputations 
in their own hands. The feat of Dan- 
iel entering the lion's den pales into 
Insignificance compared with the he- 
roism of the "woman's rights" wo- 
men of that day. 


The great world has recovered from 


its shock and now looks upon the 
"women movement" with compara- 
tive resignation. 
It has no move 


persecution, no morn "mud throwing" 
to offer, aud its delicate feelings are 
no longer disturbed when a respecta- 
ble sane woman does something no 
woman has done before. 


Fifty years hence women will be 


much more important factors in the 
"business world than they are today. 
It matters not at all whether men 
and women of our day think women 
should engage more largely in busi- 
ness or not.

"Without doubt lightning was the 


first electrical phenomenon, that was 
ever observed by human beings. 
To 


this day it remains the least known 
and least understood of natural elec- 
trical manifestations except, perhaps, 
the aurora, says the Electrical Re- 
view. 


There is a vast deal of popular mis- 


conception concerning the danger of 
lightning and the nature of it. 
The 


lightning flash is a discharge from a 
cloud at a high potential with refer- 
ence to the earth. When the atmos- 
phere is charged with water, vapor 
and some eddy or current in its colder 
upper state is deflected downward, 
causing condensation, and exceeding- 
ly minute drops of water are formed, 
each bearing tin electrical charge, 
since the capacity of the drop varies 
with its diameter and the volume of 
the drop with the cube of the di- 
ameter. 


The consequence of this is that it 


takes, for example, eiguit drops con- 
solidated to make one of twice the 
diameter of the constituent drops, 
and the charge on the surface of the 
consolidated drop will be four times 
as great as that upon the surface of 
its elements. In this way, as the 
small water particles unite to form 
drops which full as rain, the potential 
of the charge they carry Increases 
until it attains enormous values, and 
the lightning flash leaps to the earth, 
which may be regarded simply ma f.

Uncle Sam has another wonderful 


clock at Washington-the only one of 
its kind in the world. An apparatus 
something like it can be seen, at the 
Kensington museum in London, but 
it is crude and in:omplete beside tl.if.

timepieces that may be seen in rail- 
road offices and hotels, and apparent- 
ly has dials not only for the hours,

when the handle at the left side of 
:-ts case is turned which winds the

IT CAN TIDES PASSAGE. 


In the d-epartment of the coast and 


geodetic survey, where this clock is 
located, they call it a tide predicting 
machine. 
"Day after day an operator 


keeps turning the little handle, caus- 
ing the hands on the center dial and 
the smaller ones at each side to re- 
volve until they reach certain fig- 
ures which indicate 
the time and 


height of the tide—not only at one 
city, but at all the principal seaports 
on the Nortli American, coast. Noth- 
ing seems simpler than the way it 
does the work. Taking her position 
in front,, the operator merely places 
a finger or two on the handle, for so 
delicately is the machine adjusted 
that a touch will move it.

The tworst of all these "absurd be? 


Utfs is the "coon cat" idea. At least 
four-fifths 
of the people of the 


United States are ignorant of tMe fact 
that it is impossible to obtain hy- 
brids, or cross-breads," other than by 
mating animals of different varie- 
ties, but of the same genera. 


Thousands of people are in ignor- 


ance of the importation of Persian 
cats. Now, in crossing the Persian 
or Augora cat with the common 
variety an offspring is, from time to 
time, produced inheriting -the long, 
silky hair of the Persian cat, but 
with color and markings, strikingly 
like those of a raccoon, even .to the 
alternate black and gray rings about 
the tail. Ignorant people have ja 
these cats and -h^ve jumped ;to the 
conclusion that they are the result 
of a cross between the cat and the 
raccoon, a thing certainly impossible, 
in view of the fact the latter animal 
belongs to the ursuidoe, or bear, and 
not to the felidoe or: cat family.; And 
while the country is steeped in ignor- 
ance of the Persian oat, the fame of 
the "coon cat" has gone far and wide 
over the land. 


Every now and then an advertise- 


ment appears where some one is seek- 
ing a "coon cat," <and letters by tho 
dozen reach 
the assistant curator 


from people anxious to know where 
they can procure a coon cat. Quite 
recently a * wealthy merchant in a 
western city (not <a town, but a large 
city), kept au advertisement of this 
sort running for, six weeks, until fin- 
ally he secured a "coon cat," which 
the kept in his store for several days 
as a "genyouwine kewrosity" for his 
customers to gaze upon and wonder 
at. Then he gave it to his daughter, 
who showed it to her friends and 
started a "coon cat" craze. 


The assistant curator attended the 


last cat show held in Boston and his 
feelings may be imagined better than 
described to witness one of these cats 
in a large cage, bearing the follow- 
ing legend in flaming letters: 


"Genuine Coon Oat Hybrid -of Hac- 


coon and Domestic Cat. Only Speci- 
men in the United States, etc." This 
in Boston, the hub, the center of 
learning and culture! 


If North Carolina heads the list in 


the production of bogus Indian anti- 
quities, then Mtaine ranks first in the 
production of varied and diversified 
•cats. A land of spinsters, it is also 
a rendezvous for cats, and the people 
of that state enjoy the distinction of 
having imported the first Persian 
cats to reach this country.The Maine 
cat farmers soon took advantage of 
the coon cat fallacy to supply the de- 
mand, -and advertisements for such 
animals are soon answered by enter- 
prising cat fanciers in Portland and 
Bangor who "warrant the specimen 
part coon and part, cat" 
The west- 


ern merchant referred to in the fore- 
going paid $150 to a Maine, cat man 
for what he in his ignorance took to 
be a monster, whereas $2 spent on 
the proper literature 
would have 


saved him $125 at least/ To the in- 
telligent person whfrjk^iows that such 
cats -are merely the peculiarly mark* 
ed off-springs of Persian with com- 
mon cats, the dealer would have sold 
the same animal for $5, but none of 
them is going to enlighten the pub* 
lie mind by dispelling a fallacy as 
popular as the "coon cat idea."

A GUY FAWKES DISCOVERY. 


At the Record office they still have 


the original copy of the depositions 
which Guy Fawkes, after he had 
been1 tortured, signed with a tremb- 
ling hand, and until recently this 
ill-scrawled 
signature of the con- 


spirator was supposed to be the only 
one in exixsten^e. But lying unrec- 
ognized among a dusty heap of docu- 
ments in a second-hand -bookseller's 
shop a lucky collector has lately dis- 
covered another 
parchment signed 


by Guy Fawkes, says the London 
Mail. 


"Turning over these old documents 


I came across a dirty sheet of parch- 
ment folded 
into a packet a few 


inches square," says- Mr.' A. Relph, 
who made the discovery. "I opened 
it and found it was an indenture of 
sale conveying1 some landed property 
in Cliston, Yorkshire, to Anne Skip- 
seye, and it was signed 'Guye Faw- 
kes.* The bookseller attached little 
value to the documents and I bought 
them all for a few shillings. 


"Then I took tnis indenture to the 


British 
Museum. 
At first they 


thought it was a forgery, for during 
the greater part of his life Fawkes 
signed himself 'Guide,' but closer 
examination assured them that it was 
genuine, and that the signature raras 
that of the arch-plotter himself." 


This is one of the most1 extraordi- 


nary finds made for many years. The 
bookseller does not kno$ how the 
indenture came into his possession, 
and its present owner, who;thus pick- 
ed it up for a mere song, values it at 
£1,500. 


It is possible that in this1'indenture 


.we have the dast trace qf^Guy's go- 
ings as a Yorkshireman.' In 159L 
when he came of age, he began to 
turni his inheritance into coin, and 
this document shows how he dispos- 
ed of some of it. Soon after August 
1592, the date this'deed bears, he 
must have left 
YorHshire^ for in 


1593 he was 
in the ranks of die 


Spaniards in Flanders. The desper- 
ate man who came back a dozen years 
later is written down as a Spaniard

How such a preposterous 
sentiment ns I have mentioned should 
have gained sway I know not, when 
all history proclaims the opposite. 
Describing the very next battle in 
which Benhadad fought and was mis- 
erably defeated, the Bible 
says: 


"The children of Israel pitched before 
them like two little flocks of kids, 
but the Syrians filled tbe country/'

The assistant curator of mammals 


an Washington receives more down- 
right nonsense iu a day, perhaps, 
than all the other curators of the na- 
tional museum put together. Letters 
from all parts of the country con- 
cerning grotesque wonders and re- 
questing information, on absurd ques- 
tions pour into his office in such num- 
ber that for some time past he hat 
urged, in all seriousness, the- publica- 
tion by the government of a book 
or bulletin dealing with, popular fal- 
lacies. 
. ' 


The worst of all these absurd be- 


liefs is the "coon cat" idea. At least 
four-fifths 
of the 
people of the 


United States are ignorant of the fac: 
that it is impossible to obtain, hy- 
brids, or crass-breeds,, other than by 
mating animals of different varie- 
ties, but of the same genera. 


Thousands of people are in ignor- 


RIICB of the importation of Persian 
cats. Now, in crossing the Persian 
or Angora cat with the common 
variety an offspring is, from time to 
time, produced inheriting: the lonp;, 
ellky hair o£ the Persian cat, but 
with color and markings strikingly 
like those of a raccoon, even to the 
alternate black -and gray rings about 
•the tail. Ignorant people have "seen 
these cats and -hfrve 
jumped to the 


conclusion that lliey are the result 
of a cross between the cat and the 
raccoon, a thing certainly impossible, 
in view of the fact the latter animal 
belongs to the ursuidoe, or bear, and 
not to the felidoe or cat family. And 
while the country is steeped in ignor- 
ance of .the Persian cat, the fame of 
the "coon cat" has gone far and wide 
over the land. 


Every now and then an advertise- 


ment appears where some one is seek- 
ing a "coon cat," and letters by the 
dozen reach the assistant 
curator 


from people anxious to know when 
they can procure a coon cat. Quite 
recently a t wealthy merchant in a 
western city (not a town, but a large 
city), kept an advertisement o£ this 
sort running for six weeks, until fin- 
ally he secured a "coon cat," .which 
Hie kept in his store for several days 
as a "genyouvine kewrosity" for his 
customers to gaze upon and wonder 
at. Then he gave it to his daughter, 
who showed it to her friends and 
started a "coon cat" craze. 


The assistant curator attended th* 


last cat show held in Boston and his 
feelings may be imagined better than 
described to witness one of .these cats 
in a large cage, bearing the follow- 
ing leg-end in flaming letters: 


"Genuine Goon Cat Hybrid -of Rac- 


coon and Domestic Cat. Only Speci- 
men in the United States, etc." This 
in Boston, the hub, 
the center of 


learning and culture! 


If Worth Carolina heads the list in 


the production of bogus Indian anti- 
quities, then Maine ranks fh-st in the 
production of varied and diversified 
cats. 
A. land of spinsters, it is also 


a rendezvous for cats, and the people' 
of that state enjoy the distinction of 
having imported 
the first Persian 


cats to reach this country.Tke Maine 
cat farmers soon took advantage of 
the coon cat fallacy to /supply the de- 
mand, -and advertisements for auch 
animals are soon answered by enter- 
prising cat fanciers in Portland and 
Bangor who "warrant the specimen 
.part coon and part cat." The west- 
ern, merchant referred to in the fore- 
going paid $150 to a Maine, cat man 
for what he in his ignorance took to 
be a monster, 
whereas $3 spent on 


the proper literature 
-would have 


saved him $125 at least. To the in-: 


telligent person wUt> knows that such 
cats are merely the peculiarly mark- 
ed off-springs of Persian, with com- 
mon cats, the dealer would 'have sold 
the same animal for $5, but none of 
them is going to enlighten, the pub- 
lic mind by dispelling a fallacy as 
popular as the "coon cat idea."

one in exixstence. But lying unrec- 
ognized among a dusty heap of docu- 
ments in a second-hand bookseller's 
shop a lucky collector has lately dis- 
covered another 
parchment signed 


by Guy Fawkes, says the London 
Mail. 


'•Turning over these old documents 


I came across n dirty sheet of parch- 
ment folded 
into 
a packet a few 


inches square," says Mr. A. Relph, 
who made the discovery. "I opened 
it and found it was nn indenture of 
sale conveying some landed property 
in Cliston, Yorkshire, to Amie Sktp- 
seye, and it was signed 'Guye Faw- 
kes.' The bookseller attached littl 
value to the documents and I bought 
them all for a few shillings. 


'•Then I took this indenture to the 


British Museum. 
At first they 


thought it was a forgery, for during 
the greater part of his life Fawkcs 
signed himself 'Guido,' but cl'osei 
examination assured them that it was 
genuine, and that the signature .was 
that of the arch-plotter himself." 


This is one of the inosf'extraordt 


nary finds made for many ^ears. The 
bookseller does- not know how the 
indenture came into his possesslo: 
and its present owner, who'thus pick 
ed it up for a mere song, values it f 
£1,500.

It does not represent 
lertain well-defined constant type 
subject to little or no variation, bu 
s a veritable Proteus among noses 
onstantly changing in size and form 
and going through a marvelous evo 
ution from a mere button, of a snu 
nose to a large, almost trunk-Ilk 
appendage, overhanging the mout! 
In fact, as Prof. Wiederscheim ha 
observed, the noss of the full grow 
male is so large that it obstructs th 
opening of the mouth and must b 
pushed aside to enable the monke 
to take food. 


Prof. Wiederscheim hns made care 


!ul observations on a large numbe 
of nose monkeys of different ages 
and has discovered that the develop- 
ment of the animal's nose is remark- 
ably similar to that of the human 
nose during- the^arly stages of its 
development.

From the beginning the monkey's 


nose hns an upward tendency, and it 
continues to develop in that direc- 
tion until it has reached enormous 
proportions and its own weight be- 
comes too great for- it. 
It can no 


longer maintain its rampant nose, 
out, without stopping in its growth, 
curves downward until it hangs over 
the mouth of the animal.

COINAGE OF JAPANESE. 


It was recently reported that 
a 


proposal was. made by the finance 
department to coin one-yen pieces 
and exchange them for one-yen notes 
now in circulation, and investiga- 
tios were being onade for the purpose 
of finding silv.er bullion 
for this 


purpose. Now we learn from a ver- 
nacular cotemporavy *hat a proposal 
is under consideration in the 'depart- 
ment to amend the coinage law, says 
a Japanese newspaper. 


The reasons held out by the advo- 


cates of the measure are: rirst— 
That the existing subsidiary silver 
coins, amounting to 70,000.000 yen. 
are coined at -the ratio 
of 28 to 1. 


Sines the adoption of the law the 
value of silver has much advanced, 
and there is no likelihood of the 
metal again falling in value, so that 
the silver pieces should be recoinsd 
at tlie vatic of 20 to 1.
